SUNDAY WORK PROHIBITED 

(Published by request) 

Section No. 1321, Kentucky Statutes 

1321. Sunday; work other than 
charity prohibited.—No work or busi¬ 
ness shall be done on the Subbuth day, 
except the ordinary household ofticcs, 
vt other work of necessity or charity, 
or work required in the maintenance 
of a ferry, skiff or steamboat, or steum 
or street ruilrouds. 

If any person on the Sabbath day 
shall himself Ik* found at his own or 
at any other trade or calling or shall 
employ his apprentices or other per¬ 
son, in labor or other business, whether 
the same lie for profit or amusement, 
unless such us is ik'iinitted above, he 
shall be fined not less than two or 
more than fifty dollars for each of¬ 
fense. Every iierson or apprentice so 
•employed shall be deemed a separate 
<•flen.se. Persons who are members of 
religious society, who observe as a 
Saiduith any other day in the week 
than Sunday, shall not be liuble to 
the penalty prescribed ill this section, 
if they observe us a Subbuth one duy 
in each seven, as hereiu provided. 

Provided, that amateur sports and 
athletic games shall not be considered 
a work, labor, trade, business or call* 
lug within the meaning of this section.

SMILE AND PAY TAX 

The retail sale* tax which Governor 
l.altoou had insisted on from tin- be¬ 
ginning of Ills administration tlnulh 
became a law when he signed it bite 
Friday night of last week.

NEW TARIFF POLICY 

The daily press of tile nation has 
given general approval of the reci¬ 
procity tariff bill which was recently 
signed by President Koosevlt. A recent 
survey revealed that 72 percent of tho 
press favor the plan under which an 
effort will be made to regain some of 
tlie foreign trade width 1ms been lost 
as a result of our high tariff rates. 

There is the general belief that 
under the new taritf act we may find 
it possible to swap our way buck into 
a fair share of the world’s irude. The 
act gives President Roosevelt authority 
to lower the tariff on any item as 
much as ftp percent, if by so doing the 
uatiou to whom the concession is made 
will give similar treatment to Ameri¬ 
can commodities for whic h we seek a 
foreign market. 

As a result of the high taritf wall 
we built about this nation with the 
Hoover-Grundy taritf act. many of our 
best foreign customers quit trading 
with us. They raised a taritf wall just 
as high against American products us 
we had reared against theirs. 

Instead of utteiuptlug to lower all 
taritf rates it is proposed to permit 
the president to make reductions only 
to those tuitions which will make tlie 
same taritf cuts on our products. It is 
a taritf hurguiuing act iu which we 
favor those who favor us. It is the 
soundest, most common sense method 
that could be employed us a corrective 
to the condition which wus created | 
by tariff rates so high thut it was 
unprofitable for other peoples to trade 
with us.
